“What we heard at the task 
force hearings from Native 
women were the problems and 
concerns facing Native women 
in their efforts to become full 
partners in the business and 
economic life in Canada,” said 
task force chairman Richard.

It was, after all, 
Metis adventurers who played 
a principal role in opening up 
wast territories of the country 
while in the service of the Hud¬ 
son’s Bay Company. 

A brief History 
Many Metis claim their race 
originated in the Red River Set¬ 
tlement, in Manitoba, approx¬ 
imately 400 years ago. They 
came as a result of intermarri¬ 
age between European settlers, 
many of whom were French, 
and various Native bands. But 
the belief that the Metis actu¬ 
ally began as a race in Red 
River is disputed by many peo¬ 
ple, including some historical 
scholars. Even though 
geneclogicai records have been 
hept since that first settlement, 
critics have pointed out that in- 

To 
this day, the argument is a sen¬ 
sitive issue, particularly among 
other Native factions. 

In time, the population grew, 
and most Metis made their liv¬ 
ing by trading furs, hunting 
buffalo, and to a lesser degree, 
by agriculture.

Martin Thompson, public re¬ 
lations officer for the Metis As¬ 
sociation of Alberta, said the 
position of the Metis National 
Council and the MAA is to en¬ 
sure their people are constitu¬ 
tionally recognized.

The FMS and other Native 
groups have always held that 
the legislation consigned non¬ 
renewable resources found on 
Metis lands, to the Metis peo¬ 
ple. The provincial government 
has consistently disagreed with 
their interpretation of the Act. 
As a result, the FMS filed a law 
suit in 1975 against the govern¬ 
ment, alleging millions of dol¬ 
lars in gas and oil revenues (the 
Metis Settlements sit on some 
of the richest gas belts in 
Western Canada) have not been 
desposited in their resource 

“There haven’t been any 
government records kept on 
our resources in a decade,” said 
Courtepatte.

Canada. The six bands own a
